But it ll a wondrous thing that amid all the 
criticism of three members of the city commission 
for hiring former city manager George Knoblock as 
a consultant to the city on specified projects, no one 
has come up with a good alternative. 

There also seems to be some oversight of what. 


Knoblock has already accomplished in his role as a. 


consult; 


d, for instance, for his first 
voucher of something over $1,000 but no mention 
was made of a deal with Palm Beach Junior College 
vhich means a cash inflow to the city of some 
50,000. 

His base pay of $12.21 an hour, based on his 
former yearly salary of $25,400, has been criticised 
but few people seem aware that according to a 
contract with the city's new engineers,$12 ап hour 
will be paid to the engineers for services performed 
by a clerk-typist...and if one alternate company had 
been chosen, that figure would have been:$16 per 
hour. 

At least one of the commissioners, who abserited 
himself from the special session when the decision 
was made to hire Knoblock as a consultant because, 
"it would have been a waste of time", has said 
someone else could have done what Knoblock has 
since accomplished. С 

Yet, Knoblock has managed to close an 
agreement with Glades Correctional Institution on 
getting a pre-treatment facility installed to pre-treat 
sewage before injecting it into the city's system. 
That agreement has been hanging fire for years. 

The consultant agreement has been touted as a 
controversy which is “the main issué" in the 
upcoming city election, yet по controversy 
surrounds the extension on the closing of the city's 
solid waste landfill, with all its benefits to the 
citizens. And no cash value can be placed on that 
indefinite extension. ' 

And with all the criticism and abuse : being 
heaped on Mayor William Grear and Commissioners 
Ralph Kirk and Tom Atlman for thier hiring of 
Knoblock, no one has come:up with an alternate 
proposal which -would have accomplished what 
Knoblock has inthe time he has. 

The idea of rdtaining a city manager, who has 
resigned, as a consulant isn't the best of all possible 
worlds. No one ever said it wi But it beats the 
hell out of sitting on our collective hands until a 
new manager is hired

Tax relief seen ahead 
for property owners 


GAINESVILLE -- Proper- 
ty owners may see some tax 
relief -- or at least бо higher 
taxes - but there may be an 
increase in sales taxes, State 
Sen.
